‘THEY ABOMINATE FLATS. 


PRAIRIE AVENUE ALL TORN UP BY 
UNNEIGHBORLY NEIGHBORS, 


Mr. D. F. Crilly Objecta to Mr. Edwin 
Pardridge’s Flats Which Overlook His 
Barn — Mr. Pardridge Has an Equal 
Aversion to Mr. Crilly Building a Fiat 
Next to His House—Friends Try to 
Arbitrate, but the Prospect Is War to 
the Bitter End. | 

Mr. D. F. Crilly does not approve of the 
actions of Mr. Edwin Pardridge. And Mr. 
Edwin Pardridge has not, up to the present 
time, grasped Mr. D. F. Crilly by the hand 
and thanked him for what hé has done and 
what he proposes to do. In fact, Mr. Oriliy 
and Mr. Pardridge do not recognize each 
other as they pass on the street, 

And thereby hangs a tale. 

Mr. A. A. Sprague of Sprague, Warner & 
Co. would like to nave them kiss and make 
up, and Mr. Charies L. Hutchinson of the 
Board of Trade and the Corn Exchange Bank 
would undoubtedly buy the lunchas for the 
party if they would shake hands and call it 
square. Mr. Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Road would remember both 
in his prayers if they would agree to suspend 
hostilities, and A. C. Bartlett of the Hibbard, 
Spencer & Bartlett Company would giadly 
weicome whitewinged peace. In short, a 
number of prominent people are 
awake nights devising ways and means to 
adjust differences amicably. 

The cause of the excitement is a trivial 
matter apparently. Mr. Crilly has caused a 
hole to be dug in the earth. It is only about 
two feet deep and is in the front yard of No. 
2806 Prairie avenue, next door to Mr. Pard- 
ridge’s residence. The gentlemen who are 
disturbed live in tie immediate vicinity and 
they were not slow to nouce the excavaton. 


“He is going to erect a building,” they | 


“Tam,” said Mr. Crilly when questioned. 
“Tam going to erect a flat. 

A flat in that aristocratic locality! It was a 
sacrilege. Nearly every other house on the 
street for blocks in either direction was a 
handsome private residence with extensive 
grounds. It was a choice residenee locality. 

** Moreover,” said Mr. Crilly, I am gomg 
to run it from the street line to the alley.“ 

„But think of the damage to the property 
in this neighborhood,” was suggested. “Think 
of Mr. Pardridge’s handsome property on the 
south.” 

“Dia Mr. Pardridge think of my property 
when he put up his flats on Calumet ave- 
nue! 

THE ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

Then the story came out. About two 
years ago Mr. Pardridge put up some flats at 
Nos. 2415 and 2417 Calumet avenue. There 
were two buildings, one in the front and one 
in the rear, the latter having balconies on 
the alley. 

“And from these balconies,” says Mr. 
Crilly, whose barn is just across the alley, 
the tenants used to throw slops and refuse, 
which sometimes iell on my carriage top and 
caused me a great deal of troubie. Then it 
kept the alley in a filthy condition. I 
complained to Mr. Pardridge, and he said 
that if I would find out who the people who 
did this were he would have it stopped. I 
told him I had something else to do besides 
sitting in my barn door watching his ten- 
ants.” . 

“He complained to me,” says Mr. Pard- 
ridge, and I investigated, but could find no 
cause for the complaint. However, I warned 
the tenants to be careful and cause him no 
trouble.” | 
Mr. Crilly next wanted the balconies re- 
moved, but Mr. Pardridge refused to accede 
to this request. Then there was blood on 
the moon. War—horria, merciless war—was 
declared. Mr. Crilly in the darkness and 
dread silence of the night vowed a fearful 
vow. He would put a flat right in Mr. Pard- 
ridges neighborhood and see how he liked it 
himself. | 

Mr. Crilly is not the man to look lightly on 
a vow, especially when made in the night 
time, and he began a still bunt for property 
on Prairie avenue in the vicinity of No. 2808. 
But there was none for sale. Capt. Matthews 
owned two houses just north of Pardridge's. 
but he was not looking around for chances to 
dispose of them and declined an offer. Mr. 
Crilly remembered his vow and did not de- 
spair. He simply put the matter into the 
hands of areaiestate agent and told him he 
wanted the house nearest Pardridge’s, 

He got it. 

It took me a year to do it,“ he said, and 
it cost me $25,500, but I got it.” 

“He vaid more than the property was 
worth,” said Mr. Pardridge. “It was not 
for sale and he had to bid way over its mar- 
ket value for it.“ 

But he got it, and then he called on Mr. 
Pardridge. , 

“I’ve got the property next door to you,” 
he said. 

„All right,” said Mr. Pardridge, 
you'll make a good neighbor.“ 

AN ULTIMATUM DELIVERED. 

0, I'm not gomeg to live there,“ explained 
Mr. Crilly. “I'm going to build some flats 
there.“ 

“What!” 

„m going to build some flats there. I 
thought you'd like to have some near you 
just as 1 have near me.“ 

“And then,” says Mr. Pardridge, he 
offered to refrain from building if I would 
buy the two lots he owns back of my flat at 
an absurd price, much more than they were 
worth. I told him he was trying to black- 
mail me and to get out and keep out.“ 

„He told me, says Mr. Crilly, “that he 
didn’t care what I put up there.“ 

There was music in the air after that in- 
terview, and the neigbbors heard a few 
chords. It excited them to an extraordinary 
degree. They became wild-eyed and haggard 
as they thought of twelve or fifteen families 
being lodged in one building in that neigh- 
borhood. Messrs. Bartlett and Hughitt 
calied on Mr. Crilly and remonstrated with 
him. 

“T don’t want to hurt you, gentlemen,” 
said Mr. Crilly, but I bought the property 
for flat purposes, and Mr. Pardridge told me 
when I made my complaint: ‘I bought this 
property to make money and I guess a man 
has a right to build what he pleases on his 
own ground.’ I don’t know why that doctrine 
shouldn’t hold good with me.“ 

But they prevailed on him to submit to an 
interview, and one was had in Mr. Bartlett's 
office. 

„Capt. Matthews offered to take the house 
back for $20,000, or $5,500 less than I paid for 
it.“ says Mr. Crilly. “Of course, I refused.” 

„Mr. Crilly wanted me to pay the tull price 
he paid for it, with interest on his invest- 
ment, and take the porches down from my 
flats,“ says Mr. Parcridge. ‘Of course, I re- 
fused.” 

NEIGHBORLY OFFERS OF HELP. 

„J understand,” says A. A. Sprague, that 
the neighbors were willing to put up a cer- 
tain amount of extra money to meet his re- 
quests, but something stood in the way.“ 

Perhaps it was the porches, Which Mr. 
Pardridge declined to remove. 

But whatever may have been agreed upon 
atthe conference Mr. Crilly d:d not begin 
his threstened operations. 

J understood,” says Mr. Sprague, “ that 
he had agreed to drop the project. It would 
do us a great deal of harm, and I can’t see 
how such a flat building would pay there.“

I don't care what he does with his lot. The 
north side of my house is rather shabby, any- 
how, and I will be glad to have it hidden. If 
it were on the south side it might trouble me 
more, but my yard extends that way, so he 1s 
powerless.

The girls 
are the most indignant of the lot, one voicing 
the sentiment when she says: Our fun is 
all spoiled and I think it’s too horrid, The 
boys only played a joke on us.”

‘A USELESS BARBARITY. 


THE DEEP LAID CONS PIKACY MERELY 
A WRETCHED FIASCO, 


Dr. Cronin’s Murder Was a Wanton 
fice of Life—Nothing Can Now Prevent 
the Exposure Which He Threatened—It 
Will Be Made in a Way He Never Could 
Have Made It—The Conspiracy Kevealed 
Step by Step. ' : 

In a complicated case of detective work 
the surest progress is effected by a critical 
review at baffling points of what has already 
come to light.” 

This was a maxim of Vidoca. Its applica- 
tion to the Cronin case at its present stage of 
hot but rather indiscriminate pursuit of the 
guilty parties may not be amiss. | 

That Dr. Cronin’s murder was the work of 
a conspiracy among a number of people 
probably a score or more if existing indica- 
tions are to be accepted and planned for 
months in advance, no one can reasonably 
doubt from the evidence now before the police. 
Necessarily, so many conspirators cannot act 
in an affair of this nature without exposing 
points of the conspiracy, if not their own 
identity. It is for this reason that the public 
is now familiar with the way in which the 
murder was committed and the disposition 
of the body. 

But is it possibie, with the facts at hand, to 
reach a clear conception of the conspiracy 


itself! A résumé of the tacts will show that 


it is. 

Dr. Cronin preferred charges of the utmost 
gravity against three officers of the Irish 
secret society known as the Clan-na-Gael. 
The charges were: Malfeasance 1n office, ap- 
propriation of the funds of the society to a 
large amount, and treason to the Irish cause. 
He was not satisfied with preferring these 
charges. He proceeded to collect. evidence, 
obtain affidavits, and reduce his material to 
the form of written statements. He an- 
nounced that in July he would present his 
data to the Philadelphia convention. 

Here was the motive for his death. 

His death was decreed. 

ELABORAT# PLANS LAID. 

The plans for the execution of the decree 
were carefully and even elaborately laid. .A 
room opposite his office in the Chicago Opera- 
House Building was rented for espionage on 
his habits. Furniture for the room was 
bought—furniture suitable to be transferred 
to the Carison cottagein Lake View, after- 
wards rented, in which the act was to be 
committed. The cottage was selected for 
its nearness to the premises of P. O. Sullivan, 
whose card was to lure him to the spot. And 
seventy-two daysin advance of the murder 
was secured the trunk in which his remains 
were to be carted off. 3 

After such preparations it is iale to suppose 
that it was intended to leave the work in- 
complete dy depositing the body where: it 
could be discovered. The confused admis- 
sions of Woodruff show that such was not 
the intention. The whole history of thé 
preparations disproves it beyond possible 
doubt. It was the intention that the body 
should be placed where it cculd never be dis- 
covered. The consummation of the con- 
spiracy was to render the removal of Dr. 
Cronin a perpetual mystery. „ 

The trunk with the body was to be buried 
in the sand on the beach or in the waters of 
Lake Michigan. Woodruff is witness. The 
facts support him. The logic of events makes 
this certain. . 

The world was then to be left to guess the 
fate of the vanished physician. But it was 
not to be left to guess unaided. It would be 
assisted. Conspirators with the brains, the 
money, and the resolution to devise such a 
death would be ready with solutions of his 
disappearance. They would forestail the 
judgment of the public. Dr. Cronin would 
be seen. He would reappear at a distance. 
He would live again in a foreign land! 

His body might then silently decay in its 
trunk-coffin. — 

But at the last moment there came a break 
in the skilifully arranged program. A con- 
spiracy is a drama. A scene wrongfully 
acted will spoil the whole play. Througli 
haste, arising from the fear of the tools to 
whom the burial was intrusted by the con- 
spirators, the body was dumped in a narrow 
catch-basin instead of the broad lake or wie 
concealing sand. 

THE NEXT STEP. 

But what of the misthke? Would not suc- 
cess attend the conspiracy in spite of all? 

Dr. Cronin had disappeared. The officers 
of the law. detectives, friends, the interested 
public, sought for him ia vain. 

The conspiracy proceeded to the consum- 
mation of its design. 

“The man will turn up all right in a day or 
80, said one of the three Clan-na-Gael offi- 
cers whom the missing man had charged 
with malfeasance, appropriation of money, 
and treason. It was the evening of May 5, 
the day following the murder. He spoke 
positively. May 6 another conspirator orig- 
inated the report that the missing man was 
in New York on his way to London to testify 
before the Parnell Commission. May 8 the 
reports, springing from similar sources, in- 
creased. The public was becoming cred- 
vious. What evidence, after all, was there 
that Dr. Cronin was dead? 

The time was ripe for more definite action 
to direct the current of popular opinion—on 
which the work oridleness of the police de- 
pended. 

May 9 Miss Annie Murphy of the County 
Recorder's office was brought forward as a 
witness that Dr. Cronin was alive. 

Last Saturday night at 9:30 o’clock,” she 
said, “as I was taking a State street car at 
the corner of Division and Clark streets, I 
saw Dr. Cronin pass by ina cable-car going 
south. He was the only passenger. He had 
a box in his lap. Iam positive it was he. I 
have known him for years.“ 

Why should not Miss Murphy be right? 
Dr. Cronin had carried his instrument case 
from his office. The time—9:30 o’clock—was 
two hours after his supposed abduction. If 
he had been murdéred the deed would have 
been done in a half bour after he was driven 
from his office. 

But Miss Murphy was not left unsupport- 
ed. William Dwyer, tne conductor of the 
cable-car, took up the story where Miss Mur- 
pny left off. Miss Murphy had started Dr. 
Cronin south oh Clark street. Dwyer took 
nis solitary passenger on south to Madison 
and La Salle streets. Which is the way to 
the Union Depot?’ inquired the passenger 
(an improbable question for Cronin to ask, 
as he knew well where the depot was). 
Dwyer told him. and saw him start west on 
Madison street in the direction of the depot. 

„I can describe him accurately because he 
was my only passenger.“ said Dwyer, and he 
described Dr. Cronin. .“My car left the 
North Side barn at 9:18 b. m.,“ he said, his 
time chiming with Miss Murphy. 

What does it signify that Superintendent 
Threedy of the cable company now says, by 
reference to the record of that trip, that Con- 
ductor Dwyer carried thirty-six passengers 
insteaa of one?

Public opinion was now convinced. Nine 
men out of ten believed that Dr. Cronin was 
alive. His steps were turned toward France. 
One thing only was needed to remove the 
last lingering doubt—to make the chain of 
direct positive evidence of his existence 
in the flesh complete. Miss Murphy 
bad started him from bis office near 
Division and Clark streets. Conductor Dwyer 
had sent him tothedepot. Long and Starkey 
had received him in Canada and headed him 
for France. The last link was to be welded 
to the chain. Hewasto appear in France, 
to be seen there, to be identified! A fort- 
night must now elapse for his passage across 
the ocean. 

And now the conspirators had time to forge 
a missing link. No man suddenly leaves 
home and friends without a motive. Cro- 
nin’s motive was not clear. 

Stories began to get afloat that Dr. Cronin’s 
flight was but.a vulgar escapade, A woman 
was init. The public grew disgusted. The 
doctor’s friends fell into disfavor. The Conk- 
Uns were ridiculed. -His adherents in Irish 
circles fell into discredit. Every one who 
had insisted ana still insisted that he had 
been murdered was branded. The three high 
officials of the Clan-na-Gael whom he had 
charged with dishonor were rising on the 
ruins of his fall into greater power and repu- 
tation. 

The conspiracy was a success. Upto this 
point it had been a dazzling success. The 
Irish political associates of the physician, 
who knew that he was dead, were paralyzed.

„ THE CONSPIRACY A FAILURE. 

But that badly acted scene of the drama 
could never be remedied. That fatal depart- 
ure from the program of the conspiracy 
could never be righted. The corpse of the 
murdered physician had not been con- 
cealed in the waste of sand along the beach. 
It had not been buried forever in the lake. 

It was resting quietly enough in the cutch- 
basin at Evanston avenue and Fifty-ninth 
street. Butin the course of nature it must 
make its presence known to the passers-by. 
It must soon.cry out to the world: The con- 
spiracy has failed!“ 

Wednesday, May 2, came the awful dis- 
covery. The conspiracy was given its death- 
blow. From that moment it was a flat 
failure. It was worse. The finding of 
the laid it bare in all 
its elaborate criminality. The public,.horri- 
tied, rushed to the side of the friends of the 
dead man who had all along proclaimed the 
fearful truth, A demand swept over the 
continent that the lights should be turned 
on, the steel-ribbed oaths of Irisn 
secret societies snapped asunder, and the 
conspirators hunted down. American law 
must make an example of the perpetrators of 
its first Fenian outrage. No guilty man or 
woman must escape. 

As each step of tne diabolical plot has 
come to the surface the public feeling has 
intensified. As each day athinner veil sep- 
arates the identity of the conspirators from 
its gaze its cry for retribution be- 
comes louder, No matter how high 


ished. Such has become the feeling in Irish 
as well as American circles. 

What a wretched ftiasco, then, was this 
conspiracy! The revelations which Dr. 
Cronin was about to make are being heralded 
abroad each day with tne blare of trumpets. 
The whole truth will eventually be laid bare. 
Nothing can now prevent the papers 
which he bequeathed to his survivors 
from being brought before the Philadelphia 
convention. Every charge he made wiil 
be investigated under the calcium light oi 
public scrutiny. Toevery word of accusa- 
tion he set down in black and white will be 
added the emphasis of tne martyr’s death. A 
believing public will back his statements be- 
cause he was murdered for making them. 

Wherefore, then, was he killed! The dis- 
closures will now be made as he could never 
have thade them. What he, singlehanded, 
could have accomplishea with difficulty, if 
at all, will now be done with ease. His 
death was a wanton and useless barbarity.. 
The conspirators had better have removed 
the mselves. 7 |

M’'GEBHAN TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE, 


His Coaversation with Dr. Cronin—How 
Detectives Have Used Him. 

Peter McGeehan, the Philadelphia blact:- 
smith. alleged to have been arrested in con- 
nection with the Cronin murder, says that 
he has not been arrested, though he admits 
that Pinkerton detectives have kept him 
under surveillance since May 6. McGeehan 
was encountered last night by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter in P. O’Brien’s saioon at Twenty-first 
and State streets. He is of medium hight and 
build, has dark hair, a dark, nearly black 
and fairly heavy mustache, gray eyes with 
large pupils, and heavy dark eyebrows. He 
wore a dar ost black, striped suit of 
clothes, a gray light weight overcoat, and a 
soft black hat, with a small turned up brim. 
He said he was 28 years old and unmarried, 
In response to the reporter’s questions Mc- 
Geehan said he came to Chicago from Phil- 
adelphia some ume in Fe in search of 

ork. He went to McCoy’s hotel because 

e stopped there in June last year when 
he was a delegate to the meeting of the 
Clan-na-Gaei in this city. In the conversa- 
tion that took place between P. O’Brien, the

ADJOURNED AGAIN TILL MONDAY. 


The Coroner's Jary Will Not Hear Evi- 
dence This Week. 

The Coroner’s jury met yesterday morn- 
ing. It was intended that the inquestshould 
begin at last. But Capt. Wing of Lake View 
telephoned that he could not be present with 
the witnesses. State’s Attorney Long- 
enecker put in an appearance and had a con- 
sultation with Coroner Herta. Then the jury 
was called in and seated. Gentlemen of 
the jury,” Mr. Hertz said, Capt. Wing tele- 
phones that he cannot be here today with 
the witnesses. Wecannot do much today 
without him. Tomorrow is Decoration-Day, 
which would interrupt the inquiry, leaving 
us only two days this week in which to 
prosecute our inquiry.

WILL BE ANOTHER INDICTMENT. 


Woodruff Said to Have Squealed—Prison- 
ers Talk with Their Lawyers. 

The visible centre of interest in the Cronin 
murder case moved from the grand jury 
room to the County Jail yesterday. 

The Chief sent for Woodruff and was 
closeted with him for nearly an hour. He 
declined to say whether he learned anything 
new from the prisoner, but he went directly 
from tne jail to the grand jury room, where 
he spent nearly an hour more, a fact which 
lent color for a time to the suspicion that 
Woodruff had implicated some one as a party 
to the murder of Dr. Cronin, and that the 
grand jury would be asked to find another 
indictment. The Chief had been summoned, 
however, as a Witness in the investigation of 
the death of Mary Lambrecht, who was run 
down and killed bya North Side grip-car, 
and the grand jury atno time yesterday was 
asked to return toa consideration of Dr. 
Cronin’s murder. 

Woodruff had been infected with some of 
Chief Hubbaru’s secretiveness, for after the 
interview hedeclined to say what was the 
subject of his talk with his inquisitor. 

“Did you make a confession to Capt. 
Schaack?’’ he was asked. 

„Capt. Schaack knows, doesn’t he? Ask 
him; I've done too much talking already, and 
I’m going to quit. You can ask questions 
ali you’re a mind to and fix up the answers 
to suit yourseit.

ATTRIBUTE IT TO PERSONAL SPITE, 


Members of the Clan-na-Gael Deny the 
Charges Against the Order. 

Boston, Mass., May 20.— Special.] —Sev- 
eral prominent members of the Clau-na-Gael 
who were seen by Tue TRIBUNE represent- 
ative in this city today in relation to the dis- 
closures of the suspect“ in Chicago were 
energeticin their repudiation of the sus- 
picion that the crime was committed at the 
suggestion, order, or with the approval of 
the Clan-na-Gael. It was the unanimous 
opinion of those to whom the reporter talkea 
that it would be proven that the’ Clan-na- 
Gael is not responsible for Dr. Cronin’s 
murder, but that the crime was committed 
by individuals acting on personal feeling. 

One of the reporter’s informants occupies 
a position in the inner circle of Clan-na-Gael 
agitators, and he nad this to say: Not only 
is the Olan-na-Gael not in sympathy with the 
murderers of Dr, Cronin, but 1 am in posses- 
sion of knowledge that the different sub- 
divisions, the local clubs, and societies of 
the Clan-na-Gael have alregdy begun the 
work of subscription to a fund to be em- 
ployed in the search after the murderers and 
the convicuon of the scoundrels when 
caught. The best sentiment in the Clan-na- 
Gael—indeed, all the sentiment of which I 
know anything—is unequivocally against the 
deed, and you will find that the organization 
bas uot been slow to take measures for the 
capture of the criminals. Money is being 
offered in every branch of the society.” 

Another Clan-na-Gael man, who was a ver- 
sonal friend of Dr. Cronin, said: ‘Cronin 
was killed by personal enemies and not with 
the official knowledge or consent of the or- 
ganizawon. It is only just that the fullest 
publicity should be given to the fact that the 
Clan-na-Gael denounces ‘the murderers and 
denies any criminal knowledge of the deed.”’ 
Councilman Teevans, who was present at the 
interview, added his opinion to the speakers,’ 
and denounced the report that tne Clan-na- 
Gael is officiaily concerned in the murder. 
Nobody in the, Boston organization, he was 
confident, had known anything avout the au- 
thors of the crime before the charges ap- 
peared in the newapapers. 

Daniel P. Sullivan, the President of the 
Municipal Council of the Irish National 
League in this city, said this morning: “Ata 
meeting to be held next Monday nightin 
Montgomery Hall the crime und its authors 
Will be officially denounced.

INVESTIGATING LIVE STOCK RATES.

THE DEATH OF JOCKEY TURNER. 


Something About the Horses He Has 
Brought Under the Wire First. 

Enoch Turner, the jockey who was injured 
while riding Saratoga in the fourth race at West 
Side Park Tuesday, died at 12:30 p. m. yesterday. 
Out of respect for him there were no races at 
West Side Park yesterday afternoon. 

Although it was raining hard and the track was 
a river of mud the management intended to have 


the races run according to announcement, but a 


postponement was requested by the horsemen 
when Turners death was announced. Egoch, as 
he was familiarly called by turfmen and frequent- 
ers of Western race tracks, was the oldest of the 
Westera jockeys, and one of the most popular. 
He was 51 years old, short and chubby, being able 
to ride at 100 pounds, and his full, round, and 
wrinkled face was as expressionless as the coun- 
tenance of a Chinaman. There was nothing in 
his appearance to denote either physical or men- 
tal activity, but he bad a great reputation as a 
starter. He was never troublesome at the post, 
and yet generally got away in front, rare- 
ly being in the rear rank It was 
the habit of many turfmen to regularly back 
every horse he rode on the assumption that he 
would be sure to get a good start. His finishes 
were not usually vigorous or artistic, but when- 
ever he lost the public accepted his defeat as the 
result of a want of speed, and backers never 
complained that they did not get “a run for their 
money.” 

Last year he was tl first jockey of the stable 
of Gray & Co. of Ma le. Mo. hen wearing 
the colors of that stab uly 13 of last season he 
rode Gaien in the memorabie race for the Quick- 
step Stakes at Washington Park. A field of six-

It it reveals some poverty of imagi- 
nation among artists, their excuse must be 
that the dominant quality of all modern 
work is the elaboration of technical excellence 
and the belittling of the creative faculty as a 
necessary quality of an artist’s mind. There is in 
this exhibition a great deal of clever brush work, 
admirable handl ng of color, skillful reproduc- 
tion of textures, and delicate appreciation of 
tones and values, but little of that high imagina- 
tive quality which uses all these good materials 
for the expression of great ideas. Pretty pictures 
are there in abundance, but noble works of art 
are rare, as they will continue to be until 
painters think more, until they begin to realize 
that an artist, first of all, must create, must have 
something to say as well as the means, the 
mere vocabulary. 

This ig a criticism Which belongs to the whole 
modern school, however, and to every exhibition 
which is dominated by the influence of French 
art—to the Parisian Salon of 1889 far more than 


to New York and Chicago exhibitions. If young 


artists who have learned and wno are learning 
perfection of workmanship in French atelters 
will only realize that technique is not the soul 
but the body of art, lifeless until vivified by the 
artist's creative touch, great works may be ex 
pected from them in the future. 

A NOTABLE EXCEPTION. 

As it is, there are always exceptions to the 
general rule. In this exhibition the most 
notable exception among landscapists is 
George Inness, three of whose pictures 
are loaned by Mr. Thomas B. Clarke 
and Mr. James W. Ellsworth. His 
Winter Morning,” with its cool, pinkish gray 
tones expressive of peace and stillness, is a 
beautiful, harmonious composition. “ The 
Dawn,” by this same artist, gives us that mo- 
ment of hush and expectancy which precedes 
the coming of day. The waning moon hangs 
low in the vivid blue sky, the deep, dark green 
of the forest grows more intense in the shadows, 
and the picture is pervaded by the solemnity and 
mystery of night. Inness’ third landscape is 
hardly visible by day owing to bad light and the 
protecting glass which reflects other pictures in- 
stead of revealing one. 

Walter Clark out-Innesses Inness with his 
“Sunset in New Jersey,” which shows green 
meadows and foliage and a dazzling 
wealth of fle light. It 18 
an ambitious effort, and would be successful it its 
coloring did not verge upon melodrama, failing to 
convince one indubitably of sincerity. Dwight 
W. Tryon shows a November landscape in soft 
brown tones and a beautiful little shadowy 
“ Moonrise,” showing a waning moon struggling 
upward through cold, dark skies. In Winter 
Quarters,” by Stephen Parrish, is a cleveriy- 
painted picture of snow covered cottages and 
beached boats, but is not half so interesting as 
his little “ Winter in the Adirondacks,” whose 
snowy stretches of woods and luminous blue 
sky are rendered With exquisite feeling. There 
‘sastudy of “Harvest Time from the dead 
hand ot Wiljiats M. Hunt, and Bolton Jones has 
one of his autumn landscapes, with its rich 
brown hues of foliage and meadow and cool, 
gray autumn sky. 

Homer D. Martin gives us a carefully painted, 
harmoniously toned picture of wild cherry trees 
growing siong a mild declivity on the Normandy 
coast. J. Francis Murphy shows a dusky, areamy 
autumn scene, and Leonard Ochtman an Oc- 
tober Afternoon,” which is well handled and 
full of feeling. Alexander H. Wyant's Twi- 
light’’ 18 a dramatic composition, with its gleam 
of distant licht on a dark meadow, and F. de 
Haven's “Sunset Glow.“ with its cool green 
shadows in the foreground and its flame of light 
on the distant trees, is an admirable treatment 
of a similar theme. 

Charles Warren Eaton exhibits three canvases, 
all good, and ane, The Sunset Glow,” notably 
so, with a wealth of feeling in its treatment of 
vivid green and gold. Charles Melville Dewey's 
“ October Lanascape” is rich in color, and Van 
Boskerek's Last Gleam” is cool and soft and 
pleasing intone. A. C. Murphy has two pictur- 
esque garden studies. Margaret Pullman shows 
a delicate, swift touch in her And the Mist 
Steals Over“; and two or three of Annie C. 
Shaw's bits show good workmanship. 


MARINES. 
Of marines there are not many examples, and 


most of those give us rather wooden water. 


William L. Picknell’s water has nothing dry 
about it, however. Its cook gray and blue sur- 
face, turning to deep green in the shadow of the 
boat, is truly and effectively rendered. George 
H. Smillie's Gray Day by the Sea is also an 
* piece of work, and Harry's “ Breezy 
Aftern * has good points. 

There are several clever studies of animals, 
Horatio Walker's “Morning” claiming pre- 
cedence. Here this. clever ertist eschews 
his favorite pigs for once, giving us 
instead three or four cows who greet 
the early light as it breaks through the dark 
green ot the forest and dapples the sward. The 
handling of light, ana shade, and color, and the 
drawing of the advancing animals can scarcely 
be too highly praised. J. Appleton Brown's 
glimpse of a calf in * A Shady Place“ is admira- 
bly done. Joseph Decker's mischievous little 


'*Giluttons,” two gray squirrels reveling in a 


ile of nuts, are well painted, lively little beasts. 

u still life Alden Weir's Roses is the only 
notable piece. 

In figures the most daring, dramatic works are 
those of George de Forest Brush, who has de- 
voted much of his time to the treatment of 
Indian subjects. In ** Mourning Her Brave,” 
the figure of the grief-stricken squaw is full of 
dignity and stateliness, and in her face u royal 
sorrow reigns. Here is one of Nature's qucens, 
who must fight with her grief in conflict with the 
fiercest forces of Nature—with wastes of snow 
and death and famine. The treatment of the 
snowy mountain side is strangely monotonous, 
perhaps; but this monotony serves to 
throw the figure into more bold relief. 
„ Revenge.“ by the same artist. is another 
dramatic picture—a wild, half-clad Indian borse- 
man dashing over the wastes with arm and head 
lifted in a frantic gesture. William T. Dannat’s 
‘‘ Smuggler” is a strong bit, a picturesque sub. 
ject clevelly handled. ‘*Out of Consecrated 
Ground.“ by Charles Warren Stetson, shows 
wild figures bearing away a bier through the 
black shadows of night. rom Louis Moeller 
we have a picwre called Confidential,“ a group 
of excited men whose faces are admirably ex- 
pressive. The picture is colorless in tone but 
strong in drawing and brush work. William M. 
Chases *“*Coquette” shows his usual brilliant 
mastery of technique, exrended this time upon 
a subject less interesting than he often gives. 

OTHER WORKS. 

In William Verplanck Birney’s History of 
the Helmet,“ the light which falls through a 
window upon the old man and children is cleverly

United States will take measures to stop it. 


The only question is whether England will 
sustain the Canadiansin what she knows is 
a wrong position.

The 
Administration will protect the seals and 
maintain our rights in our own waters, and 
is sending vessels there strong enough to do 
it. It will be a bad day for England when 
she fires the first shot at an American war 
vessel in support of the Canadian poachers. 


Tus directors of the Board of Trade of this 
city have resolved to represent to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States the necessity 
of taking immediate measures for removing 
false impressions which prevail abroad in 
reference to American hog meats. They 
wish to see such action taken that the busi- 
ness in these products shall no longer suf- 
fer under the stigma of false and injurious 
accusations, but be restored to its deserved 
and rightful place in the commerce of the 
world.” The language is somewhat stilted, 
but the sentiment is ali right, though the 
proposed step does not promise to lead to any 
particularly valuable result. It is well known 
that the Governments which discriminate 
against the importation of American hog 
product do so at the urgent request of men 
who wish to see them excluded, and that the 
pleas of danger in the consumption of these 
meats are only specious ones, got up for the 
purpose of veiling the reai question at issue. 
Under such circumstances there would seem 
to be little use in arguing the case unless in 
the old-fashioned way of saying we want 
you to act thus, and you must do so or take 
the consequences.“ Of course it is not like- 
ly the Government of the United States will 
consent to take such a flat-footed position at 


the bidding or solicitation of any class in- 


terest. 


DECORATION-DAY. 

Though at the present writing the skies 
are not propitious for the sacred observances 
of Decoration-Day, the veterans and their 
friends will not abate a whit of the zeal and 
enthusiasm they always display on this 
memorable occasion. Though sunny skies 
and warm breezes would add to the enjoy- 
ment of the day, the veterans are not men to 
mind the changes of weather and will do 
their duty at the graves of, their comrades, 
rain or shine. Year after year this sacred 
holiday grows dearer to those who observe 


it, and though year after year their ranks 
grow vhinner there is no abatement of patri-. 


otic zeal or dimming of soldierly memories. 
The spectacle of the veterans of the war 
for the Union gathering about the graves of 
their comrades and beautifying them with 
flowers can never cease to be an edifying 
one. Though their ranks are smalier each 
Decoration-Day and their steps less firm, 
they are none the less devoted to the im- 
pressive.work of preserving the memory of 
those who fell at the post of patriotic duty 
and of rescuing from any danger of indiffer- 
ence the important lessons of the great event 
in our National history by which the Union 
was preserved and the curse of slavery was 
destroyed. Though the survivors of that 
great struggie are now engaged in the occupa- 
tions of peaceful citizenship their duties are 


not ended. It is theirs to remember the 


dead, to protect the living, to impress the 
lessons of the great cause upon their chil- 
dren, and finally to leave with them the 
patriotic duty of guarding the flag and pre- 
serving the Nation from foes within or with- 
out. Loyalty to the country, to the memory 
of their comrades, to the widows and 
orphans left behind, to the fame of the dead, 
and to the duty of the living are ail implied 


in the beautiful and graceful tribute which 


will be paid at the soldiers’ graves today in 
every cemetery. And when at last the ranks 
of the veterans become too feeble to fall in 
at the call their sons will take up the good 
work and go on with it. There is no fear 
that those who went through the war gnd 
survived its dangers will ever forget them 
or the cause for which they fought. To the 
generation which has come up since those 
days they are already matters of history, but 
these duties, transferred from the one to the 
other, will keep alive a warm personal inter- 
est and foster patriotic de vation. 

The lessons of this day, however, which 
more than any other specially belong to the 
citizen soldiers of the war to put down the 
disunion slaveholders’ rebeliion, are too 
obvious to need mention. The cause for 
which the National soldiers fought is now 
recognized the worid over as one of the most 
important in its influences upon human prog- 
ress and in its legacy ot ‘blessings to man- 
kind for which the sword has ever been 
drawn. Its results have been accepted by 
those who fought to dismember the Nation 
ana perpetuate human bondage. To remem- 


| ber those who laid down their lives for the 


preservation of the Union, therefore, is one 
of the highest expressions of patriotic duty, 
of faith in the American Nation, and of de- 
votion to the flag they fought to uphold. 


THE CHATTEL MORTGAGE BILL. 

Tun TRIBUNE was mistaken yesterday when 
it said the Chattel Mortgage bili did not pass. 
It was the last bill acted on by the House, 
receiving 116 votes while only two were cast 
against it—presumably those of Messrs. 
Prince and Getman. This difference in votes 
for and against the measure shows hov' it is 
in the power of an insignificant minority to 
delay action on and come within an ace of 
killing a meritorious bill This one reached the 
House April 9 and would have been murdered 
in committee if Tun TriBune last week had not 
turned the calcium light on the fellows who 
were managing tune job. This is one of the 
few bills passed by the Legisiature in the in- 
terest of the poor, and it is not likely it would 
have succeeded but for the brutal methods of 
the sharks in dealing with their victims. If 
théy had robbed and plundered in the gen- 
tlemanly fashion of a gas company or a 
Whisky, Oil, or Sugar Trust they would not 
have been interfered with, but their custom 
of seizing and selling the cooking stove and 
even the bed of a sick woman and the cradle 
of the babe, leaving to both but the floor for 
a resting-place, was too much for the feelings 
of the members. They did not object so 
much to the usurer’s robbery, but they dis- 
liked the coarse and vulgar way in which it 
was done. There was no suaviter in modo 
about it. 

It was faisely charged that this bill would 
do injustice in the rural counties because the 
courts in which it is necessary to foreclose a 
mortgage are open but few times a year. 
But it has no application in the country. The 
chattel mortgages made in tne farming dis- 
tricts are not on tools or bedding and cloth- 
ing of a family, but on crops and farming 
implements and live stock, which will be 
foreclosed after the slow old fashion. Nine- 
ty-five per cent of the sharks’ mortgages are 
made ip this city, and the remainder in Peo- 
Tie, Springfield, Bioomington, Rock Island. 
Quincy, Aurora, Danville, Cairo, and the 
other second-class cities of the State. They 
are practically unknown outside of these 
places. In C courts are always open 
and a mortgage can be foreciosed at any 
time. In the oties containing the large 
cities courts are in session for a considerabie 


part of the year. 
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the necessary household goods, wearing ap- 


and mechanic’s tools of a person or 


family can no longer be foreclosed on suap 
judgment, cutthroat instruments, at une sweet 
will of the mortgagee, but only im a court 
of record, and no such goods shall be seized 
except by the Sheriff. The can- 
not declare a forfeiture and seize and seil the 
goods as now. Where the owner of house- 
hold goods is married the wife must join in 
the mortgage. The law does not apply to 
sales of furniture on the installment pian. 
The chattel mortgage sharks have been op- 
posing the law because they pretended it 
would work hardship for the poor man who 
wanted to borrow alittle money. It will not 
take long to prove that the sharks and not 
the borrowers will be the only sufferers. 


THE TIN ORES OF THE BLACK HILLS. 

In view of the conflicting statements re- 
garding an alleged difficulty in separating 
the tin ores of the Black Hills from their 
mica amaigam Tun Trisunge wrote recently 

Mr. R. B. Hughes, editor of the Rapid City 
Wax.) Journal, asking definite information 
in regard to the matter. Rapid City is near 
the tin stone district of the Black Hilis and 
is also the seat of the Dakota School of Mines, 
and it seemed that the facts could be learned 
there. Mr. Hughes referred. the inquiry to 
Profs. Carpenter and Hofman of the School 
of Mines for reply, and Tur Trisunse is now 
in receipt of the foliowing statement from 
them: 

Rar Crry, Dak., May 27.—Dear Sir: In 
reply to your request permit us to state that no 
difficulty exists in the separation of the Black 
Hills tin stone Norm the rages ae nying mica, 

uartz, eto., further than that which existed in 

minds of certain experts. These men have 
irom time to time devised or introduced certain 
patent machinery to meet these imaginary 
difficulties. The newspaper cutting which you 
inclose is also incorrect io another detail, inas- 
much as we have origimated no “ process. 
When the A came up for treatment at the 
School of Mines we used only screens, digs. and 
buddies, which are among the oldest best 
known ore-dressing machines in existence. These 
were found to do the work so well that little or 
noth was left to be desired. 

The Cornish methods of hand-dressing would, 
we doubt not, prove equally successful but far 
too costly when the price of American labor is 
considered. In fact, the tin separates so easily 
from the inclosing rock, even with coarse crush- 
ing, and, besides, has so great a specific gravity as 
compared with the accompanying gangue, that 
almost any concentrating machine, bullt upon 
rational principles, will save it. 

‘Lae Dakota ores, however, unlike the ye 
cannot be stamped, but must be crushed by rock 
breakers and rolls; buteven here no difficulty 
exists, for, owing to the crystalline nature of the 
rock, these give an almost perfect separation. 
We might state also that stamps have been aban- 
doned and replaced by breakers and rolls in 
Australia. Respectfully,

Mesers. Carpenter and Hofman bear the 
reputation of capable, reliable men, and from 
the facilities they have had to study the tin 
ores at the Dakota School of Mines they cer- 
tainly ought to know what they are taiking 
about. It seems the alleged difficulty does 
not exist, and no patented or other myster- 
ous processes are needed to reduce the Black 
Hills tin ores, and the “‘problem”’ in treating 
them is but little greater than that of sep- 
arating wheat from chaff. The only ques- 
tion is as to the extent and richness of the 
Biack age tin deposits. Surely it will not 
long be léft a matter for dispute whether 
the deposits will justify the establish- 
ment of large plants and working on an 
extended scale. If haif of what has been 
claimed regarding the Black Hilis tin depos- 
its be true there would seem to be no reason 
why a vast industry in the mining of tin 
ores and the manufacture of tin- plate should 
not be speedily established. If the deposits 
are anything like what is claimed capital 
could haraly ask a better investment than in 
tin mining in the Black Hills. That section 
is uncommoniy rich in mineral wealth, hav- 
ing many valuable s‘lver and gold mines (one 
of the latter being at this time the heaviest 
producer in the United States), and there is 
good grourd for the hope that the tic depos- 
its also will prove of great value. 


CLEVELAND AND THE JEFFERSONIAN poc- 
TRINE. 

Affirming that while a party might have 
no other purpose than to seize offices and 
spoils it would be suicidal to “openly pro- 
olaim such a policy, Mr. Cleveland went on 
in his New York banquet speech to insist 
that the Democracy must support civil serv- 
ice retorm in theory, and should “ renew its 
“allegiance to Jeffersonian doctrines.” One 
“doctrine”? which Mr. Cleveland dubs Jeffer- 
sonian is “to take from the citizen for the 
cost of Government the lowest possible 
tribute.” According to Mr. Cleveland’s in- 
terpretation this means free trade. In his 
letter of acceptance in the last campaign he 
contended that the amount of a protective 
duty was added to the cost of goods produced 
at home, as wellas those imported, and hence 
that tariff taxes necessarily and inevitably 
exacted from the citizen much more than 
was needed for the support of the Govern- 
ment. Any protective tariff tax, however 
small, he pronounced wrong in principle and 
“vicious, illogical, and inequitable,” since it 
must of necessity take more from the con- 
sumer than was needed for the wants of the 
Government. Hence when Mr. Cleveland 
declares for “ the lowest possible tribute“ he 
cannot consistently with his own doctrine 
mean anything else than absolute free trade. 
That is one issue which he proposes for 1892. 

As for “ Jeffersonian doctrines,” Mr. Cleve- 
land must have the same idea Jeff Davis 
holds when he prates on the same subject. 
Jefferson took no part in framing the Na- 
tional Constitution or organizing the Federal 
Government, but declared that “the great- 
est act of his hfe was the writing 
of the Kentucky and Virginia resolu- 
tions,” in which the alleged right of 
secession was first formaily asserted. 
Jefferson himself ought to be competent au- 
thority as to what constitutes the true Jeffer- 
sonian doctrine, and he declared it to be 
State sovereignty and the right of secession. 
Jeff Davis takes the same view as to the 
essential principle of the Democratic party. 
Speaking of the Kentucky resolution, which 
Jefferson wrote and pronounced his greatest 
act of statesmanship, Jeff Davis says in his 
“Rise and Fall of the Confederate Govern- 
ment: 


The great truth announced in her series of res- 

olutions (the right of secession] was the sign 
under which the Democratic party conquered in 
1800, and which constituted the corner-stone of 
the political edifice of which Jefferson was the 
architect and which stood unshaken for sixty 
years from tine time its foundation waé laid. 


During this sixty years of the supremacy 
of the Jeffersonian doctrine the Soutb ruled, 
cotton was king. and siavery flourished and 
became more and more aggressive. But, as 
Jeff Davis plaintively observes, the “ corner- 
stone“ of the Jeffersonian edifice was 
knocked out when the slave States atteſhpted 
to put his doctrine into practice and secede 
from the Union. State sovereignty was no 
longer the sign by which the Democratic 
party conquered. Is it Mr. Cleveland’s idea 
that the Democratic party should go back to 
the old secession doctrine of slavery days 
under which the Democracy held power for 
sixty years? A short ume ago, while Presi- 
dent, Mr. Cleveland wrote a letter to be read 
m Charleston at the unveiling of a monv- 
ment to qonn ©. Calhoun in which he ex- 
pressed regret that the doctrines of the arch 
mullifier and secessionist were not more gen- 
erally taught and understood. Mr. Cleve- 
land does not meation the Kentucky and 
Virginia resolutions, but it can hardly be that 
he supposes there is such a thing as genuine 
Jeffersonian doctrine with State so 
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r nature ot eee 
leged Jeffersonian déctrine? Will he state in 
what particulars, if any, be takes issue with 
Jeff Davis regarding the Jeffersonian dac- 
trine? If the State sovereignty-secessionist 
principie is taken out of that doctrine what 
is there left? In what Jeffersonian doctrine 
does Mr. Cleveland believe if not in that 
Jefferson himself taught, Calhoun advocated, 
and Jeff Davis tried to putin practice? 


LATEST REVELATIONS IN THE CRONIN 
MURDER. 

The quest for the murderers of Dr. Cronin 
has resulted in the indictment by the grand 
jury of P. O. Sullivan, the ice dealer, Frank 
Woodruff, the horse-thief, and Daniel Cough- 
lin, the detective, as partners in the horrible 
conspiracy. McGeehan, the biacksmith, is 
where the police can lay hands on him at 
any moment if wanted, but it is not yet clear 
what part, if any, he played in the business. 
If reports are true Smith, the friend of 
Coughiin, has been under surveillance upon 
the charge of direct complicity. Appear- 
ances indicated indeed that he was the man 
who hired the famous white horse rig from 
Dinan and went to Dr. Cronin’s office for 
him on the fatal night, though later develop- 
ments would seem to disprove this, 

The testimony against Sullivan brings the 
commission of the murder closely home to 
him. Itis known now that he was a member 
of the Cian-na-Gael and was not on good 
terms with Cronin, The mysterious con- 
tract between himself and Cronin, which 
seems unexplainabie on any other theory 
than that it was a part of the conspiracy, is 
also known. It is estabiished that he was on 
terms ot intimacy with Coughlin and with 
the man who rented the Carlson cottuge. 
He had frequent interviews with the latter 
at his own house and met him at saloons and 
other plaves. When the Carlsons expressed 
their apprehension that the rent would not be 
paid Sullivan assured hem Williams” was 
goud for it. Receipts for the rent were made 
out in Sullivan’s house and the keys were 
left there. If the revelations made to the 
grand jury have been correctly stated he not 
only let “Willams” have money betore 
paying the rent, but he also paid Woodruff 
for hauling away the trunk from the cottage. 
The public has not ali the testimony wh‘ch 1s 
in the possession of the authorities, but what 
we have outiined brings this horrible crime 
closely to Sullivan’s doors. 

The part which Woodruff played seems also 
to be well known. He was thedriverof the 
wagon in which Cronin’s body was removed. 
It is known he went to the livery stable, got 
the horse and wagon, and drove to the cot- 
tage, arriving there some little time before 
Cronin. He saw the white horse rig drive 
up and Cronin enter the house. Tnree-quar- 
ters ofan hour afterwards the signal was 
given him. He drove up to the door, helped 
load the trunk in his wagon, and then with 
his two associates drove off with his ghastly 
load to the locality on the lake shore where 
it was their intention to bury it. The rest of 
the story—their eacounter with the Lake 
View police, their sudden fright, their cir- 
cuitous route to the catch-basin, the deposit 
of the body in it, the dump:iag of the trunk 
some distance away, the departure of Wood- 
ruff’s two associates at Fullerton avenue, and 
Woodruff's attempt 10 dispose of the horse 
and wagon—is well known. 

The details of the testimony against 
Coughlin are not known except that he was 
intimately associated with the other con- 
spirators and hired the rig for Smith, who is 
thought by some to be none other than the 
man Williams,“ who rented the cottage 
and went for the doctor on the night of 
May 4. The fact that Coughlin cannot 
satisfactorily account for his whereabouts on 
that night, with other informauon in the 
possession of the authorities, leads them to 


the belief, however, that he was one of the 


principals concerned in the murder. 

This is substantially the cond ftuon of the 
mystery so far as it can be judged by evi- 
dence which has been given to the public. 
The Canadian end of the conspiracy has been 
developed entirely by newspaper enterprise. 
Tue TRisuNeE has sufficiently established the 
connection of Starkey, the lawyer, with a 
long-studied design to distract the attention 
of the authorities here from the crime by 
inspiring dispatches which would make it 
appear that Cronin was in Canada, and his 
part of the plot was cotemporary with the 
Chicago end of the conspiracy. Where this 
couspiracy will ultimately lead, what further 
ramifications it may have, what other per- 
sons may be involved, it 1s impossible to say. 
It is sufficient to know that the police and 
Dr. Cronin’s friends are working assiduously 
and enthusiastically to unravel the great 
mystery and that the murder will out. 


COMMERCIAL QUOTATIONS. 

The Board of Trade of this city has decid- 
ed by action of its directors to cease with 
the close of this month the supplying of quo- 
tations to any other than members of that 
organization. The ostensible object of this 


shops from the enjoyment of facilities which 
they now possess tor inducing minor specu- 
lators to bet with them on the course of 
prices in produce during the next few hours. 
It was regarded as desirable to put a stop to 
the nutriment of these parasites, which have 
used the information to the detriment of the 
board and its members. It was thought this 
could not be done without confining the news 
strictly to those who are bound by its regula- 
tions as well as help to maintain it. 

The board may find it has madea grave 
mistake. If its proposed course of action be 
not misunderstood by many outside ,it will 
tend to reduce its activity and influence in 
a far greater ratio than it is likely to be _bené- 
fited by reducing the patronage of the 
bucket-shops. The trading done on corre- 
spondence with men on the floors of ex- 
changes in other cities depends upon the 
facilities for obtaining information both 
ways that is little short of instantaneous, 
and no small part of the orders that come 
from outside are sent by men who watch 
the quotations as posted but would not care 
to undertake the responsibility of a regular 
service. It may be arrangements can be per- 
fected that will obviate most of the force of 
these objections, but there will still remain 
a doubt of the board being sustained in what 
many think a dog-in-the-manger policy. The 
position may be legally sound, but if it result 
in poorer business to the members by dis- 
couraging those outside with and for whom 
they transact it the step will soon be re- 
gretted. 

Dismterested people will not attach much 
importance to the claim that the quotations 
are the property ot the board and that it has 
aright to control them as it pleases. It is 
evident they can have none other than a 
sentimental value except as they are dis- 
tributed where other people can gather the 
information and avail. themselves of it 
if disposed to do so Aud they are 
of no public use unless made pub- 
lic in the full sense of the term, while it is a 
serious question if any set of men can arro- 
gate to themselves the right to determine the 
prices which the consuming world shall pay 
for its food, and the smaller world of pro- 
ducers shall receive for it, without permit- 
ting both to know what it is domg. The 
responsibuity in this case is vastly wider 
than that which rests on the ers of 
men who only trade in stocks and bonds. 
Comparatively few have a direct interest in 


‘|. the domgs of the latter, while body 
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step is to cut off some two hundred bucket- 
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out suspicion of anything that has a flavor of 
the star chamber policy. It is not a question 
whether a few miserable gambling concerns 
shall be suffered to exist, but whether or not 
the traders in human sustenance may ignore 
the rigut of the public to keep track of their 
actions. 

The board may yet conclude it to be best 
for its own members and for all others con- 
cerned to attsnd to its business of buying 
and selling produce and let the rest take 
care of itself. At present it makes no money 
out of the elaborate system that causes so 
much trouble, its receipts from the telegraph 
company being just about equal to the pay of 
the men it empioys to gather the quotations. 
It would lose nothing by abandoning the at- 
tempt to keep a child in leading strings long 
after it is able to walk, and might find the 
patronage of its members much increased 
because of the greater confidence inspired in 
the public that they do nothing they need be 
ashamed of and therefore need not try to 
conceal, 


AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Ten constitutional amendments were sub- 
mitted to the last General Assembly, and all 
which were considered were voted down. 
This looks odd when from the commence- 
ment of the session there was such a hue 
and cry that the present organic law was 
cramping the people and tne Legislature 
and that it was biocking the administration 
of justice and especially interfering with the 
growth and prosperity of this city. It was 
claimed that laws which were necessary for 
the common good could not be passed be- 
cause of the iron-bound restrictions of the 
Constitution. This and much more to the 
same effect was said inside and outside of 
the legislative halls. Corporation attorneys 
went to the Oapital to see what their elo- 
quence could accomplish. Strangely enough, 
However, the Legislature found that the 
Constitution did not hinder it in the passage 
of cne bills that did get through, and it has 
never been claimed that it would have stood 
in the way of the passage of those that 
failed. Trust legislation, the extension of 
the powers of cities over monopolies, new 
election laws, and similar measures are not 
forbidden by the organic law. Therefore 
its ‘restrictive provisions” did not interfere 
with the labor of legislators. 

The only amendment which got a decent 
vote was that designed to turn out the Chi- 
cago Justices of the Peace and replace them 
with full-blown Judges in order to make 
places for a large batch of ambitious law- 
yers. It did not get the necessary two-thirds 
because it was known it would have been 
beaten by several hundred thousand votes 
when submitted to the people. It would 
have been overwhelmingly beaten here in 
Chicago, where it is understood that the evils 
complained of can be cured any time by the 
adoption of a little bill giving Justices and 
clerks fixed salaries and freeing them from 
the need of drumming and bargaining for 
business and fees. The other amendments 
to the Constitution were beaten because 
even the men who offered them knew the 
people did not want them and would vote 
them down if they got a chance, The one 
turning the government of tnis county over 
to the Legielature was not mentioned after 
introduction. 

These amendments were offered merely as 
a blind, put in to give the idea that there was 
a demand for constitutional revisioũd and to 
cloak tne real purpose of the authors, or 
most of them, which was to have a constitu- 
tionalconvention. They knew perfectly that 
under the present fundamental law the Leg- 
islature can do all the things that ought to be 
done, but cannot do those that ought not to 
be done. It is the latter which these legis- 
lators are anxious to do, not the former. 
They hoped if they could get up a furor 
about the defects of the Constitution, and 
could call a convention to frame a new one, 
they might through “ the machine“ get the 
apntro) of it and prepare an instrument which 
should be without the safeguards and limita- 
tions of the present one, and which would 
permit special legislation for the benefit 
of individuals and corporations at the 
expense of the community and relax 
the limitations on issuing blanket mort- 
gage bonds on the property of the tax- 
payers. In short, the predatory classes 


want a more free and easy and less protect- 


ive Constitution. But they dared not sub- 
mit directly one of the changes which they 
at heart desired to make, for they knew that 
todo so would be to show their hands too 
plainly. But they believed a convention 
where their confederates, attorneys, and 
tools were in the majority could prepare an 
instrument to suit them, and that then by 
their control of party machinery and the 
party committeemen on both sides -they 
could trust to the indifference of voters, ig- 
norant of the real meaning of its cunningly 
worded clauses, to get it ratified. So they 


made their real fight on the resolutions call- | 


ing for a convention. When they were 
beaten there they saw the jig was up and they 
cared nothing what became of the amend- 
ments they had offered to throw dust in the 
eyes of their opponerts, 

It is to be hoped they have learned it is a 
harder job than they thought for to tinker 
with the Constitution in the way they pro- 
pose. The people are satisfied with it. Those 
things which satisfy them the most are just 
those which the corporations and their allies 
are most anxious to get rid of. The people 
think the Legislature has power enough to 
do mischief now and do not propose to give 
it any mo The next amendment made is 
more likely to bs one to curtail than to ex- 
tend legislative powers. There have been 
some experiences at recent sessions that 
make many think that would be a step in the 
direction of good government. 


THE GAS TRUST TACTICS, 

Tue TRIBUNE stated some days ago that 
the pretended negotiations of the Gas Trust 
with the city about furnishing cheaper gas 
to citizens were a flam— that it was merely 
done to hinder the pushing at Springfieid of 
bills which might give cities a rignt to regu- 
late monopolies. Such was the case. Mon- 
day, the day before the Legislature ad- 
journed, the West Side Gas Company 
snubbed the city authorities by telling them 
that “the question of the price of gas to pri- 
vate consumers is purely one between the 
‘**company and its patrons.”” Had the Legis- 
lature done its auty, had it been less under 
the control of trusts, big and little, the com- 
pany would have sent no such insolent mes- 
sage. It is true, it says, that it believed it 
should be “ the fixed policy of the company 
to reduce the price of gas as rapidly as the 
„ circumstances may warrant such action.“ 
Those circumstances never occur on the 
West Side except when there is competition 
or the city is able to put a ring in the com- 
pany’s nose, as Mayor Roche was. The Con- 
sumers’ company also sings the same siren 
song. It believes in reduction, but does not 
see how there can be one now “ without 
*’ prejudice to the interests of the company.”’ 
The West Side company, as for the last 
thirty years, boasts of «ne wonderfully fine 
quality of its gas and poses as a friend of the 
public, which indignantly calls for evidence: 
of friendliness. 

Nothing need be expected from the trust. 
It has bonds on which it must puy interest 
and watered stock on which it wants to pay 
dividends. Citizens can relieve themselves 
only by using less — gad more kerosene. 
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In a tue Fart S 
itself entirely, and by that tame the people 
may be able to choose a Legislature where 
their representatives will be in the majority 
in both Houses.

WHAT THE JUDGES CAN DO TO EXPEDITE 
BUSINESS, 


This county pays $140,000 a year to twenty 
Judges to look after the lawsuits begun 
within its hmits. There are also a large 
number of Justices of the Peace who are 

by foes, and whose wages depend upon 
activity and sometimes their unscru- 
puloudness. Directly and indirectly the 
2 ust pay over a quarter of a million 
or the s rt of its judiciary, big and lit- 


tle, yet. the Circuit and Superior Courts, 


with their eighteen Judges, are so blocked 
with business that one of them is sixteen 
months behind and the other nearly twenty. 
Those who benefit by this are the debtors. 
The man who ought to pay will not, and pre- 
fers to be sued, though he has not a shadow 
of adefense, fur he knows that when the 
matter is taxen into court he is safe for a 
year and a half at least. The debt once 
safely lodged there he proposes a compro- 


mise to the plaintiff, and the latter, often in 


great immediate need, consents to take 50 


{ cents on the dollar when the debtor is well 


able to pay a hundred. It he refuses to sub- 
mit the suit is resisted with all the technical- 
ities of the law. 

Mr. Crafts introduced a bill to remedy this 
by providing that each Judge shoula set 
apart one day in the week for the hearing of 
cases which the attorney for the plaintiff de- 
clared were ready for trial and the hearing 
of which would not take over an hour. Itis 
believed that one-third of the cases on the 
calendar are of this class, and that if they 
could be heard in the manner suggested most 
of them could be disposed of in about two 
months at the outside without having to wait 


two years as now. The Legislature did not 


pass the bill. It got through the House all | 
right but lodged in the Judiciary Committee 
of the Senate, where it died. It may be some 
of the eminent jurists on that committee 
thought it would interfere with the amount of 
fees that can be got out of delay and continu- 
ance. Their motives were disgracefully self- 
ish and treacherous towards their constitu- 
ents. 

There is nothing, however, to prevent the 
Judges of this county, who are presumably 
anxious to do what they can to hurry up 
cases and to give prompt justice to all, from 
having sbort term calendars without the 
sanction of the Legisiature. One Judge may 
do this or all may. Will they try what has 
worked so well in New York, or hang onto 
the old way devised for the benefit of law- 
vers and tne debtors who ought and can pay 
but will not? 

It has been claimed lawyers will say their 
cases will take an hour or less, when in 


| reality they will take more. If their mistake 


is an honest one a Judge can allow 
them a few minutes more to go on 
and finish. Where there is a time limit 
no time will be wasted. The present 
system of trying suits encourages dawdling, 
unnecessary talk, and needless witnesses. 
Half the time spent on a case is often 
wasted, and the Judges do not check the 
practice. The hour rule will make better 
lawyers and better Judges. Jurors will not 
see days frittered away as they nowdo ana 
will be more willing to serve. Let the 


Judges agree to try this plan and see how it 


works.

LIQUOR LEGISLATION IN MICHIGAN. 


A High License Measure Likely to Be 
* Passed—Its Provisions. 

LANSING, Mich., May 29.—[Special.]—The 
Republican Senators concurred today on the 
liquor legislation and decided upon a plan of 
acuon which was carried out to the letter. 
The Damon bill, sent over from the House,

Was passed after being amended by fixing. 


the tax on manufacturing spirituous lhquors 
at $1,000, brewers’ tax $65, on selling spirit- 
uous liquors at wholesale $500, and a uniform 
tax on selling beer and whisky at retail of 
$500. It was also agreed to pass a bill 
drawn by Gen. Trowbridge of Detroit, and 
which has not yet been introduced but will 
be worked in under a convenient title saved 
from the killing of another bili. It estab- 
lishes a Board of Excise Commissioners in 
every city. and town in tne State. 
To the excisemen alone is given authority to 
grant and revoke licenses. In the cities of

INOCULATION AGAINST YELLOW FEVER. 


The Proposed Treatment Outlined by Dr. 
Nelson at Pine Bla, Ark. 

Pine BLurr, Ark., May 20.— Dr. Alfred 
Nelson, member of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec and 
late a member of the State Board of Health 
of Panama, read a paper yesterday at the 
fourteenth annual meeting of ths State Med- 
oe n of Arkansas. The subject was 
„ Yellow-Fever’’ and tne result of his ex- 

riences, extending over many years at 
Posama, Colon, Mexico, Cuba, and Tampa, 
which led to his bold forecast of the Jack- 
sonvilie epidemic, was brought out. Particu- 
lar mention was made inthe paper of Dr. 
Domingo F. Revie of Rio Janeiro, who was 
the first to recognize and cultivate the germ 
of yveltow-fever and to use inoculation asa 
prophy tactic. ; . 

Dr. Neison boldly forecast a day when in- 
oculations against yellow-fever will take 
equal rank with inocu 
pox. With such measures and tne acid 
treatment where the disease has invaded he 
predicted a new era in the treatment of this 
scourge, in the presence of which physicians 
tor four centuries have been absolutely pow- 
erless. Dr. Neison described yellow-fever as 
a blood disease pure and simple. Hence the 
absence of marked thological evidences 
— destruction. It is claimed for the pure 
acid treatment described by him that its 

acidulation of the life currents, while not in- 
terfering with the oxygen carrying function 
of the red corpuscles, renders the blood 
mney uninhabitable to the germ of yellow- 
lever.

Striking Miners Remain Indoors While the 
Soldiers Shiver in the Rain. 
Bratpwoop, III., May 29.—[Special.]—The 
Italian strikers have fared rather better to- 
day than the militia. The strikers have been 
able to keep warm and dry, but the soldiers 


have not. It began raining at midnight, and 


did not slack until 4 clock this afternoon. 
Sixty-eight colored miners went to work this 
morning, but there were no white men in 
the mine.

NATHAN CORWITH Is DEAD 


THE VETERAN MERCHANT EXPIRES 
AFTER A LONG ILLNESS. 


— — — 


A Sketch of the Career of the Former 
Lead _Merchant—Demise of Ex-Con- 
gressmaun Hammond at Hig Home in 
Crown Point, N. T. - Funeral Services 
Over the Remalns of Mr. Joshua P 
¥Young—Joseph Pollak Passes Away— 
Other Mortuary Matters. 

Nathan Corwith Sr. died yesterday after- 
noon at his residence, No. 1261 Michigan ave- 
nue, of heart and liver disease. His death 
was not unexpected, it having been known 
for several weeks that he could not recover 
from the illness with which he was auffering. 

Mr. Corwith, in connection with his 
brother Henry, opened a small general store 
in Gajena in 1841. They soon accumulated a 
considerable fortune. The venture was soon 
merged into a banking business. Galena had 
no banks at that time, and the firm soon be- 


| came a financial depository for-a large por- 


tion of the lead miners and smelters. 

The firm began to buy and sell lead. at tirst 
on a small scale. Its operations in this line 
increased until at last the firm became the 
largest metal buyer in the country. When 
Henry Corwith died he left an estate valued 
at $2,500,000. : 

Mr. Corwith came to Chicago in 1864, con- 


| tinuing in the lead business. For several 


years his health had been poor. Mr. Corwith 
was a popular citizen and was always spoken 
of as a man of great gererosiiy. He was 73 
years old, 


Ex-Congressman Hammond.

NoGrand Army man ever applied to 
Gen. Hammond for aid without finding a 
sympathetic friend, and much of his time of 
late years had been occupied with the wel- 
fare of his old comrades and army friends. 


Joshua PF. Young. 

The funeral services over the remains of 
Mr. Joshua P. Young were held at the Con- 
gregationai Church of Blue Island yesterday 
afternoon.

He was 
instrumental in donating lots for church 
purposes, and the First Presbyterian Church 
of Engiewood and the Congregational Cnarch 
of Blue Island have fine property through 
him. He, togetner with Hardin B. Drayton, 
leased he Wigwam on Market street, in 
which Abraham Lincoln was nominated, and 
turned it into warehouses and storerooms, 
thus locating the wholesale business which 
finally centered there. He was the founder 
ot the Congregational Church at Blue Island 
and senior deacon since the organization. 
He passed away 3 Sunday morning 
last, and in hima noble Christian citizen has 
gone to his reward. 


Joseph Pollak. 

Joseph Pollak died yesterday morning at 
his residence, No. 2714 Indiana avenue. The 
deceased was 67 years old. and came to Cni- 
cago from St. Louis in 1846. He engaged in 
the grocery business, opening one of the first 
grocery stores on State street. He also erect- 
ed the first brick building on State street. 

He was caught in tune panic of 1857 and 
financiaily ruined.

Philadelphia /’ress: Yellow fever having 
ceased to be epidemic in Rio Janeiro, the new 
United States Minister to Brazil, Robert

„There are classes of American goods that 
have no competition dowh there, as, for in- 
stance, Baldwin’s locomotives. The means 
of communication between this country and 
Brazil are limited and should be increased 
before we can hope for much of an increase 
in commerce with that country. One steam- 
er goes down from here once a month, 80 
correspondents of American houses down 
there do not get their mail frequently. 
There are few American business houses 
down there. The same short-sighted policy 
of the United States merchants towards 
South American republics was followed in 
Peru. There the American merchants send- 
ing dress goods to that country were asked 
to ulter the size of the pieces so as to con- 
form with the size of the dress patterns of 
that country. The manufacturers iu the 
United States declined to alter the size of 
their looms, but the English did, and 80 
secured a monopoly in that market.“

JUDGE MORAN DECIDES THAT THE 
CITY CANNOT PROHIBIT PARADES, 


Police Permits, Therefore, Are Not Neces- 
sary—Judge Gary Dissents—The Exces- 
sive Use of Morphine or Other Opiates 
Does Not Constitate Habitual Drunken 
ness—List of Appellate Court Decisians 
—Patrick H. Heffron Admits Serving in 
the Penitentiary—Other Items. 


An important decision, holdmg that the City of 
Chicago has no right to prohitit street parades 
by imsisting that processionists shall secure 
a permit from the Chief of Police, was handed 
down in the Appellate Court yesterday by Judge 
Moran. Judge Gary dissented from the opinion. 

The ruling was made in the case of John Trot- 
ter, who with fourteen other members of the 
Salvation Army pareded the streets singing and 
playing musical instruments without having first 
obtained a permit from Chief Hubbard. Trotter 
was arrested and fined by the Criminal Court and 
appealed. The fine was imposed on the strength 
of a city ordinance which gives to the Chief of 
Police the power to giant or refuse a permit, 
Judge Moran reversed the finding of the Crim- 
inal Court, holding that none of tne provisions of 
the city charter grant to the City Council the 
power to regulate or prohibit parades or pro- 
cessions as such. 

It only gives it power to guard against riots, 
unseemly noises, or nuisances resultmg from 
demonstrations on the street, dna the city possi- 
bly might restrict parades to certain streets and 
certain hours of the day or night, but such re- 
striction must be exercised impartially and gen- 
erally. The court said the ordinance as it now 
stands relegating the subject of parades to the 
police chief is in effect a prohibition and not a 
regulation of the use of the streets. 

Judge Gary dissented as follows: I think un- 
der the power given to cities to regulate the use 
of streets so much of the ordinance as relates 
to parades and processions on the streets is 
valid. In the nature of things the occasions 
when they ought to be prevented or permjited 
cannot be known in advance and provided for by 
general ordinance. A discretion must be lodged 
somewhere, and the Superintendent of Police 
charged with the direction of the physical force 
for the preservtion of peace and order in, the city

Kincston, Ont, May 29.—[Special.|—The 
stmr Calvin ana her tow, the schrs Norway, 
Bavaria, and Valentia, laden with timber from 
Toledo and bound for Garden Island, were 
caught in yesterday's gale.

LITIGANTS ACT FOR THEMSELVES,

The Overcrowded Superior Court Left for 
the Clreuit— The Why aud Wherefore. 

Some days ago Judge Shepard addressed a 
communication to the County Board stating that, 
by reason of the fact that two of the Superior 
Court Judges are on the Appellate Court bench 
and two are engaged in the Criminal Court, the 
force of Judges in the Superior Court for the 
transaction of civil business was reduced to 
three. From this cause the court was getting 
behind in its work. He asked that Judges from 
country circuits might be called in to enable the 
court to clear its calendar before the summer 
vacation. The Couuty Board adopted a resolu- 
tion stating that the request ought to be denied 
because of the expense and because there are 
ten Judges of the Circuit Court in this county, 
and if one or more of these were assigned to the 
Superior Court the business of both courts could 
be tr and each could keep up with its 
business. The board also suggested that 
a meeting of the Judges of botn courts be 
called and see if such an arrangement could 
not be entered into. A precedent for this 
was cited in the case of Judge Hawes, 
who, during bis first term as a Superior 
Court Judge, sat on the Circuit Bench most of 
the time, there img then only five Circuit 
Judges and seven Superior Court Judges. 

The Circuit Judges have not been ready to ac- 
cept this suggestion, and in consequence the 
business of the Superior Court ts falling further 
behind every day. But if the Judges make no 
efforts to even up matters litigants are deter- 
mined to look out for themselves and not get left, 
and as a consequence only three new suits were 
begun yesterday in the Superior Court. while 
more than the usual number were begun in the 
Circuit Court. The result will be that the Cir- 
cuit Ju will bave the work to do just the 
sume asif they had acceded to the request of 
Judge Shepard and his associates and assigned 
one or two Judges to duty on the Superior 
Bench. The result to litigants, however, will 
not be the same. At present the Superior Court 
is behind in its work. It the rush to the Circuit 
Court continues that court will soon be behind 
also, while u the business could be about equal- 
ly divided between the two courts each could 
keep up with its work. Another result will be“ 
that while the receipts of the Circuit Court will 
be greatly increased those of the Superior Court 
will be greatly diminished.

The Crawford law for the regulation of prima- 

Fle maar mg It empowers the committee au- 

rized by the rules and custome of the political 

parties to hold primary elections under the pro- 

visions of the bill. It also provides for district 
rimaries to contain not to exceed 800 voters 


any eiection precinct within tne ö — 
district, who belongs to the party holding 
the election. is entitled to vote. In 
cities, towns, and villages where the City Elec- 
tion law is in force only registered voters are al- 
lowed to vote, and the Election Commissioners 
furnish the list to the judges.

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PROHIBITION’S TURN IN NEW YORK, 


The Prohibition Amendment Will Be Sub- 
mitted in November, 1890.

question which will be presented to the vot- 


ers of every Senate and Assembiv district. 


next fali. It is whether the prohibition 
amendment shali be submitted to the people 
in 1890. Every Senator and Assemblyman 
elected this coming autumn .will have to 
vote on the question of submitting the pro- 
hibition amendment to the people. Last 
year the Senate and Assembly passed this 
concurrent resoiution: 

Concurrent resolution.—Proposmg an amend- 
ment to the Constitution prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors as bev- 
erage by adding an additional section thereto. 

ART. —. 

Sec. 1. No person shall manufacture for sale, 
or sell or keep for sale as a beverage, any intox- 
icating liquors, whether brewed, fermented, or 
distilled. e lature shall by law prescribe 
regulations for the enforcement of this article. 
and shall provide suitable penalties for its viola, 


tion. 

Hesolved, That the foregoing amendment be re- 
ferred to the Legislature to be chosen at the 
next general election of Senators, and that in 
con of Sec. 1, Art. 18, of the Constitution 
it be published for three months previous to the 
time of such election. 

This concurrent resolution passed both 
Houses last vear, and is found in the book of 
statutes. By the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion an amendment before being submitted 
tothe people must first be passed on and 
voted for by a majority ot each House of the 
Legislature, and again by the Legislature 
chosen at the next general election of Sena- 
tors. If the Legislature of 1887 had voted to 
submit the prohibition amendment to the 
people the Legislature of 1888 would have 
had to take acwon on it, as a new Senate was 
elected in 1887; but as no new Senate was 
elected last fall they got a year of grace. 

This year the question of submitting the 
ee amendment to the people cannot 

avoided. The Secretary of the State is 
required to advertise the fact for three 
months before the election. The object of 
this isto inform the peopte of the State of 
the question on whic 7 men whom they 
elect. next fall will have to vote. The ques- 
tion cannot be dodged, as the prohibition 
amendment will come up again next year ot 
its own accord and the Legislature must vote 
one way or the other. If both Houses pass 
‘this concurrent resolution again the amend- 
mentas printed above will be submitted to 
the people in 1890. If it is passed next year, 
and in 1890 a majority of the voters.qualified 
to vote for members of the Legislature vote 
in favor of the amendment, it will become 
part of the State Constitution. 

The New York prohibition amendment dif- 
fers from the prohibition amendments of 
some States by not providing penalties for 
its enforcement. It says: The Legislature 
shall by law prescribe regulations for the en- 
forcement of this article and shall provide 
suitable penalties for its violauon.“

Strong Efforts Being Made to Secure a 
Withdrawal of the Nowination—The 
Supposed Motive for the Attack—Im-

Wasntxorox, D. C., May 29.— [Special.] 
The Star tonight has the following contribu- 
tion to the Haytian Commission misunder- 
standing: 


The Haytian Commission muddle is stil] un- 
settled. The appointments were undoubtedly 
withdrawn on account of fepresentations made 
to the President associating Gen. Beverly Tucker 
with the assassination of Lincoln and other con- 
spiracies. The appointment of Gen. Tucker was 
at the instance of Mr. Blaixe, and the fact that 
no voice was raised against the same man to 
ptaces of distincuon by Presidents Hayes and 
Garfield leads to the suspicion that the purpose 
now is to cause some sort of reflecuhon on the 
Secretary of State and to place him in the lignt 
of being turned down by the President. Both 
at the State Department and the White House 
silence is preserved as to the matter. It is still 
—— erp een however, andis being con- 
side with relation to the charge made against 
Gen. Tucker. * 18 

The question that withholds the commissions 
is not whether or not the commission should yet 
be appointed, but is that of the propriety of Gen. 
Tucker's appointment. Mr. Blaine, itis under- 
stood, is prepared to maintain himself in the 
selection. Hesent fora copy of Gen. cker’s 
disclaimer, published during Johnson’s Adminis- 
tration, and 16. it is understood, prepared to vin- 
dicate the appointment. It is likely however, 
that nothing will be done in the matter until 
after the President's return from New York. At 
the next Cabinet meeting the matter will doubt- 
less be considered. 

A reporter found Gen. Beverly Tucker this 
morning at breakfast with his brother, Judge 
Randolph Tucker. “I have not seen Mr. 
Blaine.“ he said. He was down the Potomac 
yesterday, you know, and I fave not been to the 
State Department today, so I .know nothing 
about the situation. I do not know the reason 
for the withdrawal of the appointments of the 
commission nor what is contempiated in the 
mutter. It would be only surmising to attempt 
to discuss it, and I cannot, of course, do that. As 
to the sensational stories about my being asso- 
ciated with conspiracy and the like attacks upon 
me, the whole thing is without an iota of truth. 
All that was answered in my dress 
to the people during Johnson’s Ad- 
ministration. The only positions I ever 
uviu under the Confederate Government were a 
perfectly legitimate mission abroad to purchase 
quartermasters’ stores and a mission to Canada 
to exchange cotton for meat. I had nothing 
whatever to do with any of the military opera- 
tions of the Confederacy, their guns or their sol- 
diers, or their military plans in any way, and I 
was in absolute ignorance of them. I was in 
Canada totrade cotton for meat, und for 
pound. President Lincoln and Secretary Sew- 
ard were aware of my mission, knew its charac- 
ter,. and all about it. President Lincoln issued a 

rmit under the Treasury regulations for W. G. 
ord of this city to go to Canadato trade with 
me.” The 
four or five months before his assassination. He 
wrote it while in a barber shop, resting the paper 
on his hat while he wrote.

are trying to hit at him over my brother's shoul- 
der. It is a feevle attempt to hurt Mr. Blaine, I 
presume.“ 


Assistant Attorney General Tyner of the 
Post-Office Department has transmitted his 
opinion asto the validity of certain Mis- 
sourians’ contracts in star route mail cases 
to the Second Assistant Postmaster General. 
The cases were so far reaching in their im- 
portance that it was deemed advisable to 


make a full investigation of all the facts, and 


for that purpose a full hearing was accorded 
the contractors and sureties upon the ques- 
tions raised as to the validity of their con- 
tracts. A large amount of evidence had been 
filed in the cases and elaborate oral and 
written arguments presented in behalf of 
the contractors and sureties. Every facility 
has been afforded the Post-Office Department 
for making a searching investigativun into the 
precise mode adopted by the parties in ques- 
tion in executing the contracts, and Assis- 
tant Attorney General Tyner is of the belief 
that the departmentis in full possession of 
all the evidence that can in any way prove 
relevant to the matter in controversy. Gen. 
Tyner says: 

As ards executory contracts, John R. Pigg 
and C. W. Underwood, contractors, there can be 
no question as to the illegal execution of such 
ovntracts. The evidence of W. H. Smith, who is 
a contractor concerned in this controversy, shows 
that in contract No. 101 he, for and on behalf of 
John R. Pigg, contractor, signed said Pigg’s 
name to the contractor's oath and took the oath 
for Pigg before Sallie Shelton, Postmaster, and 
that in case No. 8. 00 said W. H. Smith, for and 
on behalf of C. W. Underwood, contractor, 
signed said Underwood's name to the contractor’s 
oath and took the oath for Underwood. 

It is difficult to understand how under any 
conceivable circumstances an oath so taken can 
be held to be valid and binaing. The law has 
never yet recognized the right of a person to 
swear or affirm by proxy, and I must hold in the 
case of these two cases that in exercising the 
ricat of personating Pigg and Underwood in the 
making of the affidavits referred to Smith as- 
sumed an authority that caunot be reconciled to 
be in accordance with any law or recognized rule 
of practice that has ever been brought to my 
consideration. On the contrary, it was a most 
direct violation of the law and an offense to the 
law and the officers thereof that deserves the se- 
verest censure and condemnation. For this rea- 
son alone the contracts must be held to be im- 
properly executed. ... , 

Contracts for carrying the mails should be ex- 
ecuted by each party thereto in person and not 
by attorney or agents, and in no case should an 
agency be recognized when its existence has to 
be shown by parole evidence to have been writ- 
ted empowerment in legal form alleged to have 
been lost. In view of all the circumstances of 
this case I advise that the contractors of W. 
H. Smith and S. E. Chappell should be required 


to execute new contracts in lieu of those filed. I. 


am sorry that I cannot condemn them as bad in 
law. for the whole proceedings beginning with 
them ana —— down through the contracts 
have been so reckless, so disregardful of decent 
business methods, not to say non-compliance 
with plain legal principles, that I would be glad 


to have an example set by refusing to recognize 


bid or bidders. As, however, I am dealing only 
with the legal features of the case, I reluctantly 


advise that the proposals be left undisturbed ana 
that thd contracting parties be required to fur- 


nish other contracts for future approval.

THIS DOES TAKE THE CAKE. 


A Story That Knocks Joe Malhatton’s Best 
Completely Silly. 

A Pineville (Ky.) special to the St. Louis 
Kepubdlic says: Hanging in a barn in Old 
Pineville, three miles from here, is the 
most marvelous freak of nature ever heard 
of or seen. Its existence, however, is 
vouched for by Messrs. James P. Whallen 
and Joseph Leahy of Louisville, who have 
just returned from Old Pineville. It is weil 
knowa that when cucumbers are fret cut 
from the vine there is a piece of the stem 
which exudes or bleeds. A prominent citi- 
zen of Old Pinevilie some time ago, named 
Jared Gibson, cut his hand, and this juice 
got into this cut and his hand commenced to 
inflame, and an eruption similar to erysipe- 
las made its 7 gpnoioney 9 and extended up his 
arm and finally spread over his whole body. 
Strange to say, there was no pain attending 
these eruptions of erysipelas, and he contin- 
ued to gather and pack nis cucumbers and 
prepare them for pickling. To the great sur- 
prise of everybody these little pimples as- 
sumed the appearance and form of small cu- 
cumbers, and continued to grow. Although 
Gibson kept well and hearty, he was cg 
pelied to stop work and take to his bed. Tne 
doctors and quacks from around here visited 
him. One prescribed one thing and one an- 
other. One wished to. bleed him; one wanted 
to cut the cucumvers off; another said not to 


let him have any water and they would dry 


up; anotier said stick a hole in each cucum- 
ber and they would die and a new skin form; 
another wished to wrap him upin a mam- 
moth poultice of barn yard manure and draw 
them all to one head; another said they 
ought to be scattered. All the doctors had a 
different remedy, but ali disagreed, so there 
was some hope that the patient would get 
well. But the smail cucumbers. grew into 
big ones, and his whole body was covered 
with them from head to foot, and they com- 
menced to ripen and turn yellow and hang 
down, and che man looked like a huge bunch 
of bananas. When they got ripe they began 
to shrivel up and die, and so did the man. 
His sap was all gone and he diea. The doc- 
tors procured the consent of his widow to 
permit an autopsy to be made for the benefit 
of science, and they cut him open, and to 
their amazement found no blood, no muscles, 
no sinews, no arteries, but found only one 
solid mass of cucumber seeds. It was so re- 
markable it would be useless to have the re- 
mains interred, and foolish to have them 
cremated, and the widow concluded to keep 
them in the house.

THE PHENIX LIFE INSURANCE DEAL. 


A Hitch in the Negotiations with Ex-Sena- 
tor McFariane of Philadelphia. 
HartTForD, Conn., May 29.—[Special.]—An 
occurrence during tne hearing before the 
Legislative Insurance Committee yesterday 
afternoon gave the impression that there is 
a hitch in President Goodman’s deal with ex- 
Senator J. J. McFarlane of Philadelphia to 
sell nim the controlling interest in the Phos- 
nix Mutual Life Insurance Company for 
$500,000. It was plainly intimated by counsel 
for the minority stockholders that there was 
no danger of the company getting under a 
one man administration. unsel for Mc- 
Farlane sprang to his feet with the query: 
„Has any arrangement been made to sell to 
anybody except Mr. McFarlane?’ 
unsel for the stockhoiders replied that 
he declined to answer. A bill presented to 
the committee provides that the policyhold- 
ers may buyin all the stock, paying for it 
from the surplus at not exceeding $250 per 
share, and after retiring it may conduct the 
company on a purely mucual basis. The lim- 
iting of the dividends is the chief issue with 
the policyholders, as it would be a summary 
check to the sale at the excessive figures 
agreed upon between Messrs. Goodman and 
cFarlane. 


Cleveland's Bid for a Third Nomination.

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MARKET S. 


The leading produce markets were little better 
than lifeless yesterday. It is generally so the 
day next preceding a holiday. The board has 
adjourtied over the decoration ceremonies and 
its members did little except to even up a few 
outstanding trades, while the outside public 
seemed to be letting them severely alone. It was 
the general opinion that mos} of them were dis- 
posed to bearishness in grain, out few had the 
courage of conviction, and it would be difficult 
to think of less animation than was observable 
on the floor yesterday, except in the case where 
the doors are closed against the admission of 
members as well as the public. 

A moderately large line of corn for Nebraska 
ana some for this State was filled in yesterday. 
It had been sold to arrive here at higher prices 
than those now ruling, but for some reason the 
holders prefer to keep it back. Can it be that 
they recognize the crop prospects as suflicienatiy 
unfavorable to form an inducement to keep on 
hund a generous reserve for fear of a poor yieid 
the coming fall? It has been extremely cold in 
the West considering the date, and it may be 
found that the frost has killed down to the

An abundant yield of grass means that 
live stock are fed cheaply and healthy, that be- 
ing the most natural food for the ruminant an- 
imals, and that butter and cheese will be plen- 


| tiful. The grass prospect was never much bet 


ter at this date in the year than it is now, and 
the fact is especially welcome. as up to two or 
three weeks ugo it was widely feared the * 
would be little short of a total failure, owing to 
the long continued drouth. 

The men who bought wheat Tuesdayon tne 
expectation of a hard frost in the wheat belt the 
next night had to sell out at a loss yesterduy.

The weakness in wheat for May and June is 
explained by reference to the fact that about 
250,000 bu of what is in store here is generally

regular wheat in store in New Kork, and 
whenever one of those receipts is delivered out 
on a contract the recipient makes all convenient 
haste to sell it to somebody else. The wheat re- 
ferred to is understood to be a product of tne re- 
fined art of mixing.
